Suicidal man ‘put up’ for 
night in A&E waiting room

A SERIAL self-harmer threatening suicide 
stayed the night in a hospital Accident & 
Emergency waiting room after being told he 
was deemed not mentally ill enough to go to 
a psychiatric unit. 

Vulnerable Richard Thomas told Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital staff on Sunday evening 
he ‘needed help’ and begged to be sectioned 
under the Mental Health Act. 

He says a nurse assessed him but refused his 
request to be taken in, and he was given a 
blanket and jumper to keep warm while he 
slept overnight in a chair in the waiting room. 

The 41-year-old - who has dozens of scars on 
his forearms from previous attempts to take 
his own life - had spent the previous 36 hours 
wandering the streets of Luton trying to get 
himself arrested after being evicted from 
where he had been living. 

He persistently dialled 999 from a phone box 
in George Street, Luton, saying he would 
self-harm and brandishing a razor blade in 
full view of CCTV cameras. 

A concerned member of the public called 
police who confiscated Mr Thomas’ blade and 
took him to Luton Police Station. He was later 
released without charge and returned to 
George Street where he was quickly picked up 
by ambulance and taken to the L&D. 

From there he was voluntarily admitted to 
Oakley Court psychiatric unit in Angel Close 
but soon became ‘frightened’ and left at 
around 5am on Sunday, despite pleas from an 
on-site doctor for him stay. 

Later that day he repeatedly called the police 
again before giving up and returning to the 
L&D, where compassionate staff allowed him 
to stay overnight in the A&E waiting room. 

On Monday morning, Mr Thomas left 
hospital and walked into Luton on Sunday’s 



town centre office where he pleaded with a 
journalist to help him as he was contemplat¬ 
ing suicide. 

LoS immediately contacted all the relevant 
agencies and he was re-admitted to Oakley 
Court later that day. 

He said on Monday: “I’m trying to get help 
from Luton on Sunday. I’ll probably end up 
hurting myself. I kept dialling 999 from a pub¬ 
lic phone box, pretending to cut myself with a 
razor blade, and the women told me they 
could see me on CCTV At the L&D the nurse 
told me she was admitting me under duress. 

“At Oakley Court I felt like I was in jail. I had 
a full body search there to make sure I had no 
weapons on me. It was scary. 

“On Sunday, I scrounged £1 to get the bus to 
the L&D again. 

“I stayed there in the A&E waiting room - 
they gave me a blanket and a jumper. If they 
section me because they say it is the best thing 
to do, I’ll go. I don’t want to be sectioned, but 
I realise I can’t help myself.” 

In a statement on Friday, South Essex 
Partnership NHS Trust (SEPT) - which han¬ 
dles Bedfordshire’s mental health service - 
said: ‘Mr Thomas is being admitted to the 
Luton mental health assessment unit where 
he will receive a full assessment of his health 
and social care needs. 

‘He will be assigned a care coordinator who 
will act as the main link between himself and

Marsh Farm Trust - 
the early years of

QUESTIONS: The new Community Enterprise Resource Centre being built in Marsh Farm 


A SHOCKING report, revealed for 
the first time by Luton on Sunday, 
condemns the lack of control of 
spending taxpayers money in 
Marsh Farm. 

The report, which concerns the 
early years of the Marsh Farm New 
Deal for Communities (NDC), has 
never been published. 

Luton on Sunday asks the ques¬ 
tion of why this report was never 
made public in 2003, when it was 
commissioned, as it highlights 
deep problems of management and 
accountability in the spending of 
millions of pounds of public 
money. 

We reveal its contents, which 
highlights mismanagement of the 
£48 million budget given to the 
Marsh Farm Community 
Development Trust (MFCDT) up to 
2003. 

It talks of registered offices of 
companies getting financial sup¬ 
port being the directors’ home 
address and of funds being paid 
directly into applicants’ personal 
bank accounts. 

The report, which is 60 pages 
long, made a host of recommenda¬ 
tions and, if these had not been 
implemented there was a threat the 
whole project could have been can¬ 
celled by the Government. 

It resulted in wholesale resigna¬ 
tions by directors of MFCDT, some 
of whom disagreed strongly with its 
findings. 

Nevertheless it is difficult to deny 


that millions of pounds of taxpayers’ 
money was spent on schemes 
which have since been cancelled or 
dissolved. 

LoS has put the full report on its 
website - www.luton-dunsta- 
ble.co.uk - so that all of Luton’s tax¬ 
payers can see how millions of the 
NDC programme money was man¬ 
aged in the early years of the scheme. 

A Luton Borough Council 


spokesman said: “The report was 
commissioned by, and intended 
for, the supervisory bodies, to 
inform improvements in gover¬ 
nance and performance in MFCDT. 

“It was not thought helpful to 
achieving this by releasing informa¬ 
tion which may have been used to 
denigrate the Trust.” 

An MFCDT spokesman said: “This 
report was commissioned by LBC 


and Go East before the present 
structure was put into place. The 
present management team were 
not issued with the report therefore 
it is not possible to comment on its 
contents.” 

A DCLG spokesman said: “The 
Ecotec report was prepared in 2003. 
It was an independent internal 
management report. It reflected the 
findings of Ecotec at that time.” 



Find out about changes to mental health services 


A PUBLIC meeting will 
be held on Friday 
regarding the proposals 
to modernise and 
improve inpatient 
mental health services 
for adults and older 
people.

Two men jailed after ‘crystal clear’ 
CCTV shows ‘brutal’ attack on male

the care team who will be trying to help 
him. As a Trust we are not in a position to 
discuss Mr Thomas’s personal clinical 
history or condition.’ 

Asked why Mr Thomas was referred to 
Oakley Court on Saturday night - but was 
not when he returned the next day - 
SEPT spokesman Clinton Rowling said: 
“It would come down to the assessment 
made. Someone’s mental health can 
change from minute to minute. How 
someone presents one night can be 
different to the way they present the next 
night.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman 
said: “We are aware of a person who 
frequently self-harms and continue to 
offer support to this person, who was 
taken for assessment and help from the 
mental health team.” 

We contacted the L&D for a comment 
but it did not return our calls. 

A hospital insider said: “When Mr 
Thomas is having a crisis, he comes to 
A&E. It sounds like Mr Thomas came 
here and was in a state. The staff were 
kind and gave him a blanket. We were 
trying to be compassionate.” 

On Monday Mr Thomas, who has 
severe learning difficulties, went to the 
Town Hall asking Luton Borough Council 
for help before visiting Luton on Sunday’s 
offices. 

A council spokesman said he ‘could not 
comment on individual circumstances’. 


THE ‘BRUTAL’ street robbery of a 
60-year-old man has dramatical¬ 
ly affected his life, a court heard 
on Friday. 

A judge said that having seen 
‘crystal clear’ CCTV footage of 
the attack on Moor Path, Luton, 
he was in no doubt that the vic¬ 
tim was not exaggerating the 
consequences. 

Two 19-year-old men, Saleh 
Ahmed, of Beech Road, and 
Rayjjan Abedin, of Saxon Road, 
were sentenced to two-and-a- 


half years in custody after plead¬ 
ing guilty to robbery. 

A CCTV operator alerted police 
as he picked up the pictures and 
the two men, who had run off 
laughing, were arrested close by 
Daniel Siong, prosecuting at 
Luton Crown Court, said the 
attack took place on September 
27 at around 9.30pm. 

Mr Robert Lovell was walking 
home and his regular route took 
him along Moor Path. 

The prosecutor said that, 


unknown to the attackers, Mr 
Lovell was disabled having two 
artificial knee joints and was left 
with considerable pain to one 
knee. 

He told police that it was not 
the first time he had been a vic¬ 
tim of crime but said this had 
been the worst thing that had 
happened to him. 

Abedin and Ahmed had writ¬ 
ten personal letters to the vic¬ 
tim apologising for their behav¬ 
iour.

Outreach provide answers but more is needed 


THERE are still more questions than 
answers on where and on what taxpay¬ 
ers’ money has been spent, although 
Marsh Farm Outreach has answered 
our questions. 

Luton on Sunday has asked Marsh 
Farm Community Development Trust, 
(MFCDT) Marsh Farm Outreach (MFO) 
and Go East a series of questions about 
how the money has been spent and 
whether it can be justified. 

An MFCDT spokesman said: “This 
information is commercial in confi¬ 
dence.” 

A DCLG spokeswoman said: “We 
agreed conditions on spending with 
Marsh Farm Outreach, the New Deal for 
Communities and Luton Borough 


Council - taking into account Marsh 
Farm Outreach’s credit rating. 

“However, when we were made aware 
that Marsh Farm Outreach were facing 
a winding up order we judged that this 
new information represented too high 
a level of risk to public funds. 

“As we have previously stated, the 
money earmarked for this project 
remains with the NDC for them to use 
to benefit the local community.” 

Glenn Jenkins, a director and 
spokesman for MFO has now answered 
our questions. MFO is still claiming it 
may get the go-ahead for its project to 
help unemployed in Marsh Farm, which 
would need Government cash, taxpay¬ 
ers’ money, of £840,000. 


This is despite the Government and 
MFCDT saying it will not happen, but 
the money will be used in other ways. 

MFO still faces two court cases over 
alleged debts and has a zero credit rating. 
MFO accepts that it received £150,000 
for a feasibility study, which took place 
in 2008. Another £267,00 was allocated 
to them, which was not all spent and a 
further £130,000 match funding from 
Learning and Skills Council, although 
this was returned last year when the 
LSC ceased to exist as an organisation.

Vauxhall milestone 
as it looks to future

THE largest manufacturer of 
commercial vehicles in the UK 
has said there is still ‘uncertainty’ 
about its future. 

Vauxhall hit a significant mile¬ 
stone on Wednesday with the 
750,000th Vivaro van rolling off the 
production line at Kimpton Road, 
Luton. 

According to the plant director, 
the manufacturer is still very much 
in recovery from the recession. 

Vauxhall, which currently 
employs more than 1,500 people 
around Luton, had to cut 369 jobs 
earlier this year and workers also 
agreed to a two-year pay freeze in 
May as part of General Motors’ 
Europe-wide restructuring deal. 

The plant has built more than 
60,000 vehicles so far this year but 
when questioned about the com¬ 
pany’s future, plant director Mark 
Stein said: “This event does not say 
our future is secure. This is purely 
to celebrate the 750,000th. 

“We lost a lot of people (earlier 
this year) who chose to leave will-

ingly. For me this milestone is pos¬ 
itive but there’s still uncertainty. 

“We are secure until the end of 
2013 [when the existing Vivaro 


deal between Renault and 
Vauxhall is due to run out) but 
we’re now fighting for a future 
beyond that.” 

“We are not certain about when 
we will reach the one million mark 
for the Vivaro. We are in recovery 
but if we keep going the way we 
are going it will be around three 
years I would say” 

The workforce and senior man¬ 
agement from Vauxhall and one of 
the manufacturer’s biggest cus¬ 
tomers, Burnt Tree Vehicle Rental, 
attended the celebration for the 
Vivaro. 

The landmark van was handed 
over to Richard Metcalf, Burnt 
Tree’s managing director.

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Dad’s anguish after ‘no’ 
to Nikki’s case review

CONCERNS have been raised 
over the investigation into 
the conduct of a GP whose 
patient died after he missed 
her cancer eight times. 

But despite the problems 
with his disciplinary hearing, 
Dr Navin Shankar - who fre¬ 
quently ignored 26-year-old 
Nikki Sams’ pleas for hospital 
checks between 1999 and 
2004 - there will be no review 
of his case. 

In August 2006, Nikki was 
diagnosed with cervical can¬ 
cer after being transferred 
from 59-year-old Dr Shankar’s 
practice at Wigmore Lane 
Health Centre after he was 
suspended for a separate case 
of serious misconduct involv¬ 
ing a nine-day-old baby 
Nikki, a former saleswoman 
at Luton on Sunday, died 12 
months later. 

In August 2010, a profes¬ 
sional panel at the General 
Medical Council (GMC) told 
him he could ‘carry on prac¬ 
tising’ - despite being found 
guilty of serious misconduct - 
as long as he is ‘closely super¬ 
vised’ and spends 18 months 
in NHS training practices. 

GMC regulator the Council 



for Healthcare Regulatory 
Excellence (CHRE) wrote to 
Nikki’s dad, Mike Sams, after 
reviewing the issue with its 
‘concerns’ as to the way the 
case was handled. 

CHRE said it would ‘feed 
back its concerns’ to the 
GMC, which could have 
‘obtained clearer expert evi¬ 
dence’ for the hearing, but 
that it will not refer the case to 
the High Court for a review. 

Mr Sams, 55, said: “I am at a 
loss as to why they are not 
going to take any action, even 
though they admit they have 
several concerns regarding 
this case. 

“I honestly could write a 


book about these last four 
years of struggle and pain, 
fighting the GMC. Losing my 
daughter in this way should 
never had happened, so I 
hope that they fully review 
this case to see where and 
why things went so seriously 
wrong. 

“I have to live my life on a 
daily basis with the pain of 
this loss, and I just cannot 
believe how they have been so 
lenient on him. It’s disgrace¬ 
ful.” 

Conservative Mid Beds MP 
Nadine Dorries, a parliamen¬ 
tary Health Select Committee 
member, is looking into the 
case for Mr Sams, of 
Toddington. 

She said: “This is something 
that happened following 
chronic failings in Dr 
Shankar’s practice as a GP 
over a prolonged period of 
time. It’s endemic in his 
thought processes. I’m not 
sure the GMC can alter that. 

“I want to raise this case as a 
test case, bring it into the 
public domain and put it on 
the national stage.” 

A CHRE spokesman said: 
“We extend our deepest sym¬ 
pathies to Mr Sams. 

“CHRE did not refer the case 
of Dr Shankar to the High 


Court because there was no 
prospect of our appeal being 
successful. 

“We decided this having 
reviewed the GMC Panel’s 
decision, along with the tran¬ 
scripts of the hearing and the 
evidence that was put before 
the panel. 

“The GMC Panel imposed 
restrictive conditions on Dr 
Shankar, together with the 
requirement that his fitness to 
practise will be reviewed 
before those conditions are 
lifted. 

“Given this, there is no 
prospect of the courts regard¬ 
ing the GMC Panel’s decision 
as being ‘manifestly inappro¬ 
priate’, and Dr Shankar’s case 
is not one that we can refer to 
the High Court. 

“Medical regulation is not 
about punishment or blame, 
but about whether or not a 
doctor is fit to practise medi¬ 
cine. 

“Our review did highlight 
some concerns about the way 
the case was presented by the 
GMC. We will raise these with 
the GMC and will take them 
into account in our annual 
review of their performance.” 

The GMC refused to com¬ 
ment on the concerns raised 
in CHRE’s letter.

Colin shows pride 
continued to qrow 


THE credit crunch has taken a big hit 
on regeneration around the country 
but Luton is continuing to grow and 
thrive with many major projects 
completed and others underway. 

What makes Luton different? 

Colin Chick Corporate Director of 
Environment and Regeneration at Luton 
Borough Council, looks back at the 
achievements in the town over 
the past seven years. 



TO me, Luton is one of the best 
placed towns in the country. 

What other town has such fan¬ 
tastic communications by road, 
rail and air and less than 45 min¬ 
utes from the capital city? I am 
passionate about Luton realising 
its potential, changing the per¬ 
ceptions of those who don’t live 
or work here and increasing the 
aspirations of those who do. 

When I came to Luton in 2003,1 
set out to deliver. Since then, over 
half a billion pounds has been 
spent on regeneration with the 
aim of transforming the town by 
improving the infrastructure, the 
education offer and creating jobs. 

The town centre has been trans¬ 
formed by the award winning 
£2.5 million redevelopment of 
St George’s Square. 

Previously an underused and 
unattractive space, it is now the 
hub of the town playing host to a 
range of entertainments and 
performances. 

The new fountains, which 
opened in 2009, have proved to 
be a great success. This work has 
created confidence from other 
businesses around the square. 

The new £20 million Mall 
Extension is due to open next 
month and as well as looking fan¬ 
tastic, it has also attracted new 
retail which in turn creates new 


jobs. A planning application has 
also been received, though it is 
currently on hold, for a £250 mil¬ 
lion northern gateway extension 
of The Mall. 

It’s like all business, confidence 
breeds confidence.” 

The new Luton Gateway Rail 
and Bus Station will have an 
enormous impact on the town 
centre and, with the Luton and 
Dunstable busway, represents an 
investment of around £150 mil¬ 
lion to create a state of the art 
interchange with new bus and 
railway station, relocated parking 
into a multi storey car park linked 
directly to the station with a new 


bridge also improving access to 
High Town. 

Also, the removal of the life 
expired pedestrian footbridge 
linking the station to Bute Street 
and its replacement with a level 
walk through a new station 
square. The old sidings land, no 
longer needed for car parking, 
will be developed into offices, 
retail and residential units 
fronting on to the new Station 
Square. 

The new multi-storey car park 
was specifically designed to allow 
the inner ring road to be con¬ 
structed underneath it thereby 
finally allowing the Luton inner

ring road to be completed after 
more than 40 years. The work will 
place Luton as the central inter¬ 
change on the Luton-Dunstable 
Busway. Work is now well under¬ 
way on this dedicated 12km 
guided busway which will pro¬ 
vide a direct fast link from 
Houghton Regis and future hous¬ 
ing growth area beyond, through 
Dunstable to the town centre and 
onto Luton Airport Parkway and 
the airport itself serving future 
development sites at Power 
Court and Napier Park at the old 
Vauxhall car plant. Work is due to 
be completed in 2012. 

The East Luton Corridor, which 


was completed last year, has 
opened up enormous possibili¬ 
ties for new airport related 
investment and business by 
giving a fast link from the airport 
to the Ml. 

Work is also planned for an 
adjacent development to Napier 
Park, ‘Stirling Place’ which will 
provide retail, cafes, offices and 
new homes all linked to Luton 
Parkway Station via a new north¬ 
ern station entrance for which we

Luton has long been a city in all 
but name and the bid for city sta¬ 
tus next year, if successful, will

The work we are now doing is 
about adding the missing dimen¬ 
sion quality, quality and quality.

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Broken promises

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Cops to face 
hard times 
as cash cut

THE police face a Very tough time’ as 
cuts are made over the next four years. 

That is according to Bedfordshire 
Police Authority chairman Peter 
Conniff, who met with Home Secretary 
Theresa May and Policing Minister Nick 
Herbert on Tuesday, to discuss the 
impact of the Comprehensive Spending 
Review 

Mr Conniff, who also spoke about his 
opposition to Government plans to 
appoint directly elected police and 
crime commissioners to replace author¬ 
ities, said: “We will get the final figure 
about what we will be allocated at the 
end of the first week of December. 

“We don’t know exactly what percent¬ 
age it will be, as the cuts will not be a 
blanket one across all forces, but it will 
be around 20 per cent. 

“With the council tax precept it will be 
around 14-15 per cent we will need to 
find over four years. 

“They expect two thirds of that cut to 


be found in the first two years. It will not 
just be fazed in and every police force 
and authority will be inspected between 
fanuary and March next year to check 
we are on track. 

“It will be very tough indeed and some 
other chairmen of authorities are fore¬ 
casting many fewer front line officers. 

“The Home Office does not accept 
these cuts should mean losing front line 
services and think we should be able to 
absorb the cuts. 

“Front line services are what the public 
want. 

“They want policing to be visible and 
want to feel safe and secure. 

“We are determined to maintain front 
line services but it will become increas¬ 
ingly hard as the cuts come in. 

“I always thought in my mind plans for 
police and crime and commissioners 
would go through, but some chairmen 
still feel it is not yet a done deal. 

“Of course it is not until it goes through 
parliament, but the Home Office and the 
Prime Minister are determined that’s the 
way forward for policing.” 



‘Valuable’ crime scheme could feel the pinch 


AN anti-burglary scheme which has 
helped more than 15,000 people 
with their home security could be 
scaled down. 

The Bobby Scheme, pictured 
above, run by the charity The 
Bedfordshire Police Partnership 
Trust, is ‘facing serious problems as 
a result of cuts in funding’. 

Since its launch in 1999, the 
initiative has visited thousands of 
houses where burglaries have 
taken place. 

The scheme visits the homes of 
people aged 65 and over who have 
been victims of crime, or where 
security can be improved to stop 


them becoming a victim in the first 
place - generally free of charge. 

But the force said this year has 
been ‘particularly difficult’ to raise 
the money needed to support the 
scheme, with cuts by the 
Government and local authorities. 

The trustees are facing the 
prospect of having to reduce the 
service and unfortunately it is the 
elderly, vulnerable or victims of 
domestic abuse that will suffer. 

Trust administrator Brian Prickett, 
former head of Bedfordshire CID, 
said “As a police officer I was 
always concerned that too much 
was done for the criminal and not a 


great deal of support for the victim. 

“Since we started the Bobby 
Scheme I have seen first hand the 
good it does for elderly or 
vulnerable people and it really does 
make a difference. It grieves me 
that we may have to reduce this 
valuable work because of cuts in 
our finance. 

“I know this is a difficult time both 
for companies and individuals, but 
the Bobby Scheme really does 
work and has a real impact on the 
lives of elderly people and I do 
hope that we can encourage 
people to support us and join as 
partners.”

LUTON is worth £13.5 billion, 
according to new figures released 
by a property website.

MORE than 100 campaigning letters 
have been sent out to councillors across 
the county in a bid to save a ‘vibrant’ 
music service. 

Two separate campaigning groups are 
fighting to save two ‘vital’ services - the 
Early Years Support team and 
Bedfordshire Music - which both face 
cuts. 

Clive Bachmanis, chairman of 
Bedfordshire Orchestral Society, wrote to 
all members of Bedford Borough and 
Central Bedfordshire Councils on 
Wednesday urging that funding for the 
lessons and musical activities for chil¬ 
dren and adults not be cut from 2012. 

However, Bedford Borough Council 
said it had no plans to cut its share of 
funding while Central Bedfordshire 
Council is proposing to cut its portion. 

He said: “I cannot believe that voters 
would wish to see the entire local 
Government funding to Bedfordshire 
Music withdrawn from such a culturally 
important, successful and vibrant serv¬ 
ice. This decision appears to be diametri¬ 
cally opposed to Government policy and 
I do not see how our elected representa¬ 
tives can justify it to their constituents.” 


At the same time almost 650 people 
have joined the Save The Early Years 
Support Team facebook page and more 
than 300 have signed a petition opposing 
the cuts. 

A Bedford Borough Council spokesman 
said: “We have invited all parents who 
receive or have received Early Years sup¬ 
port at the Child Development Centre in 
Kempston, to meet with us directly. 

“These meetings have been positive, 
and we continue to work with all parties 
to develop proposals for a sustainable 
Early Years support service which meets 
the needs of the children.” 

Cllr Anita Lewis, portfolio holder for 
children’s services at Central Bedford¬ 
shire Council, said: “As regards the part of 
the service that applies to Central 
Bedfordshire, no decision has been made 
about how we continue to provide this 
service. However, we are absolutely com¬ 
mitted to making sure that any services 
we provide continue to protect the truly 
vulnerable. 

“It needs to be made absolutely clear 
that no decision has been made as to 
what will be happening with Bedfordshire 
Music. 

“However, we must be realistic about 
how best to provide this service in light of 
current financial pressures.”

Friends prepare for 
Palestinian visitors

A DELEGATION of Palestinians 
will visit Luton later this month. 

This will be the third time resi¬ 
dents of Battir, a village in the 
West Bank suffering from 
Palestine’s ongoing conflict with 
Israel, have come to the town. 

Luton Friends of Battir, which 
offers political and practical sup¬ 
port to those caught in the cross¬ 
fire between the two countries, is 
returning the favour after visiting 
Palestine, near Bethlehem, last 
month. 

Dave Barnes, who is a member 
of Luton Friends of Battir, said: 
“The Palestinians living under 
occupation in these villages face 
extreme isolation and restriction 
of movement. 

“The wall which is being built on 
Palestinian land cuts communi¬ 
ties off from neighbouring towns, 
robs them of land and threatens 
the demolition of homes, olive 
groves and roads. 

“Palestinians are being prevent¬ 
ed from earning their livelihood 
as farmers or from getting to their 
place of work. 

“The experience of other 
Palestinian areas surrounded by 
the wall shows that whole areas 
can be placed under siege, with 



closures preventing both children 
from getting to school and build¬ 
ing materials from getting in. 

“The restrictions on develop¬ 
ment imposed by Israel on these 
villages are in stark contrast to the 
rapid expansion of the illegal set¬ 
tlements being developed amongst 
these Palestinian villages. 

“While these illegal settlements 
are connected by ‘settler only’ 
roads directly to Jerusalem, the 
indigenous Palestinians are barred 
from using the same roads and are 
also not allowed to enter Jerusalem 
due to restrictive pass laws. 

“The violence of the Israeli set¬ 
tlers against the Palestinian pop¬ 


ulation is on the increase 
throughout the West Bank, with 
olive groves, mosques and 
schools targeted with arson. 

“There is widespread public 
support for the Palestinian cause 
which is unfortunately not 
reflected by the actions of 
Governments around the world.” 

Among the many events during 
the visit between November 22- 
29, is a public meeting on 
November 26 at 6.30pm, at Bury 
Park Community Centre.

Swedish city 
is starting to 
leave its mark 



TRAVEL FEATURE 

MALMO 


MANY thousands of Britons flow 
through Denmark’s Kastrup airport 
every year. 

Most, predictably, head for nearby 
Copenhagen, a tourists’ Mecca. 

The lure of the Little Mermaid, the 
Tivoli Gardens, Nyhavn, and one of 
the largest pedestrianised shopping 
areas in Europe are irresistible. 

But since 2000, more and more 
of us are taking the left turn from 
the airport railway station, and hop¬ 
ping across the sea to one of the up 
and coming European destinations. 

While Tallinn, Prague and Riga have 
come to the fore in recent years, the 
Southern Swedish city of Malmo is 
now staking its claim for discerning 
visitors. 

The advent of the magnificent 
bridge, which spans the two 


Scandinavian countries across the 
Oresund strait, means you can be out 
of Kastrup and at Malmo central rail¬ 
way station in 30 minutes. 

The bridge is an amazing feat of 
engineering, carrying both rail and 
road traffic; only at its most central 
point can cruise liners creep under it. 

It’s fair to say the construction has 
inspired Malmo to reinvent itself, 
from, what in the background, you 
can see was more of an industrial city. 

But how times change. The city is 
on a high. We popped over to watch 
Malmo tackle Gothenburg in the 
Swedish football league. The new 
Swedbank Stadium, while not 
Wembley, is a sight to behold. 

Malmo won that day and this week 
clinched the league title - celebra¬ 
tions all round in the three cobbled 
squares that punctuate a city which 
has its moments. 

While soccer fans toasted their 
team, local police were hailing an 


arrest in their search for a would be 
serial killer. 

But there’s no fear in the air while 
we are there. Locals and visitors alike 
fill Lilia Torg (Little Square) and its 
wide range of cosy restaurants. Close 
by the craft stalls are doing a healthy 
business and there is no lack of shop¬ 
ping to get stuck into. 

We only have 48 hours, so still full of 
the headiness created by a cracking 
football match, we head to the Western 
Harbour, a regeneration not unlike you 
will find in Bristol or Liverpool. 

This is green land . . . ‘clean’ buses 
sweep us through the city, powered 
by biogas from residents’ waste and 
in the redeveloped waterfront, rain is 
channelled into water features, cars 
are a rarity and you can breath in the 
all consuming fresh air. 

It’s a far cry from the old shipyard 
which harboured pollution. It is what 
some call a social miracle, and it is 
ongoing - all powered by 100 per cent 
renewable energy 

Close by is the extraordinary 
Turning Torso which towers above 
the city, an amazing near 200m 
structure which houses hundreds of

apartments over 54 floors. However 
the whole thing twists 90 degrees 
from top to bottom. 

You cannot actually enter because 
people live there, unless you hire the 
conference facility at the top. It is an 
astonishing building that makes you 
desperate to explore more. Tough. 

On a dull Monday morning there 
are few people about and the brisk 
march up the revived seafront area 
seems to go on forever. 

It’s true you can get sore feet working 
your way through Malmo, but it offers 
canal cruises and has an excellent bus 
service with a flat fare of around £1.50 


giving you an hour’s travel. We jump on 
the bus to the Malmohus Castle, built 
in 1437, formerly used by the kings of 
Denmark in the 1500s. These days it 
houses a variety of different muse¬ 
ums, aquarium and terrarium, a far 
cry from 1915 when it was a prison. 

Within a short distance the Tech¬ 
nology and Maritime Museum is 
dedicated to transport and you can 
walk through a 1943 Swedish U3 sub¬ 
marine. 

There is much to be admired about 
Malmo and its changing face, is evi¬ 
dent since my last visit just a few 
years ago. 

It has to work harder to attract peo¬ 
ple away from Copenhagen but the 
two centre trip is becoming ever 
popular, with few easier to navigate. 

The people, if you exclude suspect¬ 
ed serial killers, exude warmth and 
the passionate football fans are still 
celebrating a place in the Champions 
League next season. 

Malmo, as a whole, will be aiming 
to match its soccer team stride for 
stride as it, too, aims to make its 
mark on Europe... in a different way.

Despite dominating much of the 
game at Moss Lane against the 
bottom club in the Blue Square 
Bet Premier, it took a controver¬ 
sial goal to gain the three points 
for the Hatters.

Striker Danny Crow returned to 
the starting line-up after injury, 
with Howells dropping to the 
bench, from the side which start¬ 
ed at Wrexham fewer than 48 
hours earlier.
